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EastEnders death: Her

THE partner of EastEnders actress 
Sian Blake admits killing her and 
their two children, his lawyer said 
on Friday. 

Hairdresser Arthur Simpson- 
Kent, 48, is charged with murder¬ 
ing his 43-year-old girlfriend and 
their sons Zachary, eight, and 
four-year-old Amon between 
December 12 and December 16 last 
year. 

The victims vanished on 
December 13 and their bodies were 
found buried in the garden of the 
family home in Erith, on January 5. 

The following month, Simpson- 
Kent was arrested at Heathrow 
Airport after agreeing to his 
extradition from Ghana. 

Simpson-Kent appeared via 
video link from Belmarsh prison 
before Mr Justice Singh at the Old 
Bailey on Friday morning. 

Dressed in a red T-shirt and dark 
trousers, the bearded defendant 
spoke only to confirm his name. 

He was to due enter pleas to the 
charges ahead of a provisional trial 
fixed for October 4. 

Despite his lawyers comments, 


which will be made known to the 
jury in the eventual trial, he did 
not enter an official plea during 
Friday’s hearing. 

However, arraignment - when 
the charges are formally put to the 
defendent in court and a plea is 
entered in response - was put off 
and the senior judge set a new 
timetable for the case. 

Defence lawyer Jim Sturman OC 
told the court that his client had 
admitted the killings. 


He said he had no objection to 
the defendant’s position being 
reported. 

The defendant was remanded in 
custody until his next hearing on 
July 29 when he is expected to 
enter pleas. 

Mr Justice Singh confirmed he 
would be the trial judge. 

Ms Blake played Frankie Pierre 
in 56 episodes of EastEnders 
between 1996 and 1997. She was 
suffering from motor neurone 


disease before she died. 

The Metropolitan Police has 
already referred its handling of the 
case over to the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission in addition 
to conducting an internal review. 

The defendent has worked as 
hairdresser for 18 years. The 
website for his mobile hairdressing 
service in London says he has 
worked in film, fashion and 
television over the course of his 
career. 


App owner's Facebook plea 
over Zuckerberg legal threat 


MEP ran up expenses 
bill buying holidays and 
cars...now he’s locked up 


A FORMER Labour MEP has been 
jailed for four years for an expenses 
fraud which saw him spend public 
money on holidays and cars. 

Peter Skinner, 56, who was MEP 
for the south east from 1999 to 2014, 
wrongfully claimed thousands of 
pounds that should have been used 
to cover staff costs. 

Having previously been found 
guilty of one count of fraud, one 
count of false accounting and one 
count of making a false instrument, 
Skinner, of Recreation Avenue, 
Snodland, was sentenced at South¬ 
wark Crown Court on Friday. 

The court heard how officers from 
the Kent and Essex Serious Crime 
Directorate launched an investiga¬ 
tion into Skinner’s activities in 
December 2010 when they became 
aware of a potentially fraudulent 
document relating to consultancy 
work Skinner claimed had been 
provided by his father. 

It was later established that the 
document, which authorised 


payments of £5,000 to his father’s 
business every three months, 
contained false signatures. 

Through further audits of 
Skinner’s personal and office 
accounts, the investigators also 
found numerous examples of Skinner 
spending money intended for staff on 
himself and others. 

Examples including him buying a 
Land Rover Discovery for his ex-wife 
and paying monthly maintenance 
payments as part of his divorce 
settlement, as well as for his 
honeymoon to the United States and 
Hawaii following his second 
marriage. 

Investigating officer Det Sgt 
Adrian Brown said: “Peter Skinner 
served as an MEP for 20 years and 
has badly let down those who 
supported and trusted him through¬ 
out his time in office. 

“He abused his position, diverting 
significant sums of public money 
from legitimate parliamentary use to 
enhance his own lifestyle.”

Ukip Thanet leader hits 
back at critics in unpaid 
tax embarrassment

UNDER-fire Thanet District Council 
leader Chris Wells has come out 
fighting following revelations earlier 
this week that he was taken to court 
by his own authority after falling be¬ 
hind on tax payments. 

Cllr Wells missed a £257.10 instal¬ 
ment of council tax in April 2015, 
and therefore forfeited his right to 
pay in instalments once he was is¬ 
sued with a final notice in May, just 
at the time he took over as leader. 

He was then required to pay the 
bill for 2015/16 in its entirety - some 
£2,579.10 before £50 for the issue of 
a summons on June 22 was added, 
and another £50 in costs awarded 
after a liability order was granted in 
court on July 14, bringing Cllr Wells’ 
total bill to £2,679.10. 

He paid this in full on November 25. 

However, Cllr Wells told KoS on 
Friday: “A man who owed a £2,600 
debt which was paid within the year 
in question is subject to much press

attention; the huge improvement 
and achievements of the council he 
runs are thus buried and ignored. 

“This story may be an embarrass¬ 
ing moment for me, but demon¬ 
strates I am willing to be subject to 


exactly the same strictures as ordi¬ 
nary residents in being held to ac¬ 
count, and I am proud of a council 
that behaves in such a manner, 
without fear or favour. 

“My debt is settled. The accumu¬ 
lated and hidden debts of previous 
Labour and Tory administrations 
are settled, at huge expense to coun¬ 
cil tax payers, around £400 per 
household in Thanet.” 

The leader has come under criti¬ 
cism in recent months after the first 
Ukip-led council in the country 
failed to deliver on its pre-election 
promise to re-open Manston Air¬ 
port, leading to a number of defec¬ 
tions and the loss of its majority. 

Conservative shadow leader, Bob 
Bayford said he was “not entirely 
surprised” but denied claims he 
wanted Cllr Wells to resign. 

North Thanet MP Sir Roger Gale 
agreed it was “an embarrassing 
farce” but felt his “continued ob¬ 
struction of the one firm, RiverOak, 
who are continuing to try and take 
things forward at Manston,” was a 
far bigger issue.

Police net dozens in 
motorist crackdown 

A CRACKDOWN on motorists driving dangerously 
has resulted in arrests and more than 60 offences 
recorded. 

Kent Police joined forces with partner agencies 
including the Kent and Medway Safety Camera 
Partnership and Kent County Council to target speed¬ 
ing drivers and enforce the laws of the road. 

Vehicles were seized and stolen cars were also 
recovered as part of the operation which ran between 
April 18-24. 

In total two people were arrested - one man on 
suspicion of taking a vehicle without consent and 
excessive breath alcohol, and another for failing to 
stop for police - while 10 vehicles were seized for 
having no insurance. 

During the week of action, 64 traffic offence reports 
were generated for offences including speeding, 
using a mobile phone at the wheel and lack of 
insurance. 

Verbal warnings were given 95 times by officers 
and colleagues at the Port of Dover police.

BUS fares for school children are set to rise in 
Kent yet again, after it was confirmed the cost 
of an annual pass was to leap by a further £20. 

It means a Young Person’s Travel Pass - 
used by most children to get the bus to their 
secondary school - will now cost £270. 

Just six years ago, a Kent Freedom Pass 
cost just £50 and gave unlimited free travel 
for school children seven days a week. 

The sharp price hike comes due to a 
squeeze on Kent County Council budgets 
and the amount it pays to subsidise the fares. 

It has been forced to raise the fee, first to 
£100 then dramatically more than doubling 
in recent years. Plus the use of the pass has 
been dramatically reduced to cover just a 
journey to and from school. 

It means parents will have to dig even 
deeper if their children make the journey to 
school by bus. 

Matthew Balfour, KCC cabinet member for 
environment and transport, said: “Having 
had lengthy discussions with bus operators 
we understand fares will rise by three per 
cent on average. 

“This means, without an increase, it would 
cost the taxpayer over £400,000 a year. 
Budgets right across the council are becom¬ 


ing extremely tough but I believe the pass 
still represents excellent value for money - 
especially compared to the cost of normal 
bus travel and it remains an extremely gen¬ 
erous scheme. 

“The daily cost will rise from £1.31 a day 
to £1.42 a day. With the pass cost at £270, 
the KCC subsidy remains between £200 and 
£230 per pass on average.” 

Cabinet members agreed last year that an 
annual inflationary increase to Young Per¬ 
son’s Travel Pass could be applied to cover 


any additional costs to the scheme. 

To help families spread the price, they 
can split payment into two half-yearly 
passes at £135. 

There would be no change to the scheme 
cost for those on low income, remaining at 
£100 a year and £50 for half a year. 

For families who have more than two 
children, the consecutive passes will re¬ 
main free of charge.

In addition to developing the 
balance Camland will continue 
to provide the placemaking and 
infrastructure delivery support 
to Land Securities at Castle Hill, 
in the advisory role they have 
had since 2012. 

The high profile Eastern 
Quarry scheme, which was 
identified by chancellor George 
Osborne in 2014, forms an 
important part of the govern¬ 
ment’s aim to increase house¬ 
building and combat the UK’s 
housing crisis. 


MORE than 500 lorries have been 
hit with fines, been moved on or 
immobilised as part of a police-led 
major crackdown across the county.

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Stru g g ling hospital shows signs 
of life but remains on critical list 


The latest examination of care at Gillingham’s Medway Maritime Hospital, which has been in special 
measures since 2013, demonstrate it’s getting better, but will remain in intensive care for six months...

M EDWAY Maritime 
Hospital is showing 
considerable signs of 
improvement, but re¬ 
mains in special meas¬ 
ures and under pressure from health 
watchdogs, according to a new 
assessment. 

The hospital was put into special 
measures by Monitor, the Depart¬ 
ment of Health’s hospital trust regu¬ 
lator, in July 2013, and despite at¬ 
tempts to address its failings, a year 
later following a full inspection, the 
chief inspector of hospitals, Sir Mike 
Richards, recommended that Med¬ 
way remain in special measures. 

In January 2016, the latest inspec¬ 
tion by the Care Quality Commission 
(COC) - the independent regulator for 
care services - revealed the Gilling¬ 
ham hospital was still struggling 
with a number of key issues, with its 
A&E department “not able to cope” 
and long waiting times to see doctors. 

More worryingly, it said in some ar¬ 
eas performance has “deteriorated” 
despite cross-agency support. 

It described the trust’s state of 
health as “extremely concerning” 
and also reported that even senior fig¬ 
ures had felt “bullied”. 

Now though, Sir Mike has pub¬ 
lished a letter to the health secretary 
Jeremy Hunt, setting out his latest as¬ 
sessment of the Medway NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust, which manages the 
hospital, based on fieldwork carried 
out by the COC at the end of last 
month. 

It found that the hospital was safer 
for patients, leadership had improved 
and that staff engagement among 
senior and middle managers had im¬ 
proved, although low staffing levels 
are impacting on the morale of front¬ 
line staff. 

Despite the positives, however, Sir 
Mike recommends it remains in spe¬ 
cial measures alongside the support 
of Guy’s and St Thomas’ NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust in London for another six 
months. 

Sir Mike said: “On the basis of the 
review process and inspection I 
would commend the trust for the 
progress it has made in developing 
and starting to implement a clear 
plan of action to improve the safety of 
patients. 

“The leadership of the trust is now 
functioning effectively, and is build¬ 
ing the engagement within the or¬ 
ganisation that is essential for the de¬ 
livery of the change programme. 

“Key performance indicators have, 
however, yet to move towards target, 
and both staffing levels and the hospi¬ 
tal estate environment remain a ma¬ 
jor risk to the delivery of the change 
programme. 

“We will plan to re-inspect in six 
months’ time. 

“However, should we observe any

deterioration in performance on pa¬ 
tient safety or experience via our 
monitoring, we will of course consid¬ 
er an earlier intervention and take 
any further regulatory action as 
required.” 

Lesley Dwyer, chief executive of the 
trust and recruited on a salary of 
£225,000 last year in a bid to help 
steer it out of troubled waters, said 
she was ‘sorry’ in January when the 
trust was again placed in special 
measures but has hailed the recent 
improvement found by the COC. 

She said: “Our ambition is to pro¬ 
vide the best possible care to the peo¬ 
ple of Kent and Medway, and we know 
we still have a long way to go before 
we achieve that. 

“Although we will remain in spe¬ 
cial measures, I am very pleased that 
the COC has recognised that we have 
made significant improvements over 
the last few months. 

“This is a tribute to the hard work 
our staff have put in to understand 
what wasn’t working, and make 
changes to benefit our patients. 

“Since the COC were here last sum¬ 
mer, we have made the hospital safer, 
cleaner and more responsive to the 
needs of patients. 

“Patients are now seen quicker 
when they arrive at the emergency 
department, see fewer different doc¬ 
tors, and are discharged to the com¬ 
fort of their own homes quicker. 

“But we recognise that there is con¬ 
siderably more to do. We are acutely 
conscious that we need to address 
staffing levels and recruit more per¬ 
manent colleagues to reduce our de¬ 
pendency on agency staff. 


“Having tackled many of the safety 
and quality issues in the trust, we 
also need to turn our attention to 
making the trust as efficient as 
possible. 

“So we will continue to work tire¬ 
lessly over the next few months to 
make improvements and ensure we

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Benedict’s back with an historic 
drama filmed at county mansion 

Tom Pyman looks at the return of the Sherlock star to our screens in historical drama The Hollow 
Crown: The Wars of the Roses, which was filmed at the historic Penshurst Place near Tonbridge... 


S HERLOCK star Benedict 
Cumberbatch will be back 
on our screens next month, 
performing in a BBC histori¬ 
cal drama filmed at Ton¬ 
bridge’s Penshurst Place. 

The Hollow Crown: The Wars of the 
Roses tells the story of Richard III, 
played by Mr Cumberbatch, and is 
airing during the commemorations 
to mark the 400th anniversary of 
William Shakespeare’s death. 

The latest instalment in the BBC’s 
acclaimed series featuring adapta¬ 
tions of Shakespeare’s history plays, 
the first episode airs next weekend, 
and its celebrated British cast also in¬ 
cludes Dame Judi Dench, Hugh Bon¬ 
neville and Sophie Okonedo. 

Filming took place at Penshurst 
Place over three days, on December 8, 
2014 and on and January 5 and 6, 
2015, and while bosses at the historic 
building admitted their time with the 
stars was minimal, it represented a 
real boost for the profile of the place. 

General manager Ben Thomas told 
KoS: “It was what they called a closed 
set so it was all very secretive. 

“The actors were chauffeured in 
and out between scenes so we’re 
asked not to take any kind of photos 
or anything like that. 

“I think that’s why film crews tend 
to come back again and again be¬ 
cause they know we’re discrete, we 
don’t like to impose ourselves on 
them and are respectful of the way 
they want to operate. 

“It’s a remarkably long process - we 
were first contacted by the location 
agent in June 2014, so it’s nearly two 
years between that first contact and 
the episode being shown. 

“There were then a series of visits 
over the subsequent six months or so, 
and each time they brought bigger 
teams to assess the place - they’re 
very thorough and rigorous. 

“At one stage there will have been 
30 to 40 designers as well as dozens of 
costume and lighting engineers - they 
bring coaches full of people, it’s huge. 

“Off the back of filming we have of¬ 
ten seen an increase in visits so it’s a 
really effective way of raising our 
profile.” 

The Inner Courtyard of Penshurst 
Place will depict an exterior view of 
the Palace of Westminster, while the 
Baron’s Hall acts as the Throne Room 
in the French Palace and the corridor 
where Queen Margaret is seen to 
pace. 

Additional exterior scenes were 
shot in the courtyard and the turning 
circle at the end of the private drive, 
as well as in the Grade I listed 
parklands. 

Richard III, the last of the Planta- 
genet dynasty, was King of England 
from 1483 until his death at the Bat¬ 
tle of Bosworth in 1485. 

In 2012, his remains were found 
under a car park in Leicester and he 
was reburied in Leicester Cathedral.

During the ceremony a poem was 
read by Mr Cumberbatch, who not 
only plays Richard III in the new se¬ 
ries but who has also been discovered 
to have been distantly related to the 
monarch. 

“Penshurst Place was a natural 
choice for The Hollow Crown as it has 
so many links with both Richard III 
and William Shakespeare,” Mr Tho¬ 
mas added. 

“The house was already over 100 
years old when Richard III owned it, 
and many of the architectural and 
historical details are exactly they 
would have been back then. 

“When we walk through the Bar¬ 
on’s Hall now, we see what Richard 
III, Henry VIII and so many other 
great historical names would have 
seen when they walked through it 
centuries ago. 

“The fact that Penshurst Place is 
privately owned also means the film 
crews have much more flexibility, 
giving the actors the full benefit of the 
location’s breath-taking, almost tan¬ 
gible sense of history.” 

Built in 1341 by the first mayor of 
London, Penshurst Place has been 
home to kings and noblemen 
throughout history. 

It was once owned by Richard III so 
he would have been familiar with the 
rooms and gardens where filming for 
The Hollow Crown took place. 

It later became the hunting lodge of 
Henry VIII, whose father Henry VII 
defeated Richard III at the Battle of 
Bosworth. 

It has been the home of the Sidney 
family since it was gifted to Sir Wil¬ 
liam Sidney by Henry VIII’s son, Ed¬ 
ward VI, in 1552. 

Penshurst Place has strong con¬ 
nections with Shakespeare as well, as 
the awe-inspiring medieval Baron’s 
Hall is believed to have been the in¬ 
spiration for the stage design at The 
Globe Theatre. 

It was used as one of the filming lo¬ 
cations for Henry V, part of the origi¬ 
nal Hollow Crown series in 2012. 

In 2014, actors from The Globe 
Theatre came to Penshurst Place to 
perform Love’s Victory - the first orig¬ 
inal dramatic comedy written by a 
woman - in the Baron’s Hall. 

The play was written at Penshurst 
Place in 1620 by the niece of Sir Philip 
Sidney, Lady Mary Wroth, who knew 
Shakespeare personally and watched 
him perform in his own plays. 

Thanks in part to its rich history, 
the house and gardens at Penshurst 
Place have featured in many historic 
drama series and films, including 
Wolf Hall, Armada: 12 Days to Save 
England, The Great Fire and The Oth¬ 
er Boleyn Girl. 

It could also have featured in many 
more, but as Mr Thomas explains, the 
rigorous nature of the selection proc¬ 
ess for filming locations means crews 
often change their minds. 

“After you’re first contacted by the

agent, probably only ten per cent lead 
to concrete interest and then another 
ten per cent of that actually goes to 
full filming. 

“Even though they’d filmed Hollow 
Crown here before in 2012, they 
weren’t any less thorough the second 
time around. 

“Perhaps the most notable example 
of something coming close but falling 
through was Harry Potter and the 
Philosopher’s Stone. 

“They came and had a good look 
round and were very keen, but eventu¬ 
ally decided to go elsewhere. However, 
they actually came back for a creaking 
floorboard of ours that they liked, 
which I think featured in the film so 
we’ve got a bit of fame in that respect.”

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Growers feel 
the heat amid 
fears over this 
year’s workers 

The influx of foreign fruit pickers is set to get 
under way again over the coming weeks, but 
farmers say they are now struggling to recruit as 
misconceptions over pay and suitability for the 
job leaves them facing a worrying dilemma...

GRICULTURAL experts in Kent 
fear for the future of the industry 
due to the increasing difficulty of 
recruiting seasonal workers. 
Farmers and growers in the 
county employ more than 13,500 people 
across 9,562 hectares of Kent farmland pro¬ 
ducing fruit like apples, pears, berries and 
cherries. 

But changes to regulations, an evolving 
workforce and an often uninterested local 
population, is making the county’s most fa¬ 
mous crops more of a challenge than ever. 

Producers say they are facing a growing 
struggle to find fruit pickers in particular, as 
they battle against negative preconceptions of 
the work being poorly paid. 

That, they say, is a popular misconception 
and that the opportunities are endless for 
workers willing to venture down that path. 

Isobel Bretherton, of the National Farmers’ 
Union (NFU) in the south east, explained how 
changing legislation is causing real headaches 
for farmers. 

She told KoS: “We had the Seasonal Agricul¬ 
tural Workers Scheme (SAWS) [which allowed 
for recruiting eastern European workers on 
six-month contracts] but that was abolished 


and border control has changed. 

“A lot of Bulgarians and Romanians have 
come in to work on farms, people from coun¬ 
tries in eastern Europe tend to be more used to 
agricultural work and you can earn a good 
living, you can earn a lot more than you’d 
perhaps think working on farms if you’re good 
at it. 

“There were about 22,000 workers we could 
bring into farms on this scheme and they 
would come here on Home Office permits le¬ 
gally and above board and then go home when 
their work was finished at the end of the 
season. 

“So now we’re looking to pull in workers 
from possibly outside of Europe, anywhere 
where people would like to come here, work 
for a short amount of time on the permit and 
then go home again. 

“Because as people’s own economies get bet¬ 
ter, they tend to go home, that’s what hap¬ 
pened with Poland, for example. 

“We are worried about where the fruit pick¬ 
ers are going to come from in the future, 
equally we’re looking at greater 
mechanisation. 

“We know that has to be the way forward 
because you can’t always expect to have a pool 
of affordable labour.” 

Businesses employing a higher number of sea¬ 
sonal workers experienced more problems, with 
the labour-intensive fruit sector being most af-

fected with a survey revealing some 43 per cent of 
employers experienced problems last year. 


The NFU estimates that a further 40,819 sea¬ 
sonal workers are needed every year in England 


to help grow, harvest and pack the produce. 

To tackle this, it is calling on the government 


to consider the introduction of a new student 
workers scheme open to agricultural students 
from all over the world to undertake seasonal 
harvest work. 

NFU president Meurig Raymond said: “Har¬ 
vest seasons with insufficient seasonal labour 
lead to British crops remaining unpicked, busi¬ 
nesses facing massive losses and retailers being 
forced to fill shelves with imported produce. 

“Putting a new student scheme in place will 
attract young people who will bring skills that 
can help increase productivity in the UK. 

“This will help avoid labour shortages and the 
potential consequences of higher food prices, 
increased imports and loss of full time jobs that 
seasonal work supports. 

“When SAWS ended, the NFU predicted it 
would lead to shortages in seasonal labour in 
horticulture as migrant workers move into oth¬ 
er sectors of the economy. 

“Our concerns were supported by the find¬ 
ings of the migration advisory committee. 

“These results show that, just two years after 
the removal of SAWS, growers are already expe¬ 
riencing major problems securing their supply 
of seasonal workers.” 

Clearly, the government is listening to these 
concerns, as Maidstone MP Helen Grant 
explained. 

“A toxic combination of unique and extreme 
packaging costs required by UK supermarkets, 
together with UK pesticide regulations, massive 
escalation in the cost of seasonal workers, sys¬ 
temic problems with the new online ‘basic pay¬ 
ment system’ and difficult barriers to export 
markets are all conspiring to prevent our farm¬ 
ers from making a fair and reasonable profit - if 
at all,” she said. 

“These businesses are the beating heart of ru¬ 
ral communities in my constituency. 

“I will not stand by and see them face ruin 
when they are very good and viable commercial 
entities being thwarted by nonsense.”

near Maidstone, added: “The NFU and the in¬ 
dustry has had various meetings with the De¬ 
partment for Environment, Food & Rural Af¬ 
fairs (Defra) to highlight issues and problems 
within the industry. 

“We are very pleased to see Helen Grant’s 
involvement. There has been a lot of listening to 
date but we’re hoping we’ll see more in the way 
of actions and solutions from Defra. 

“It is actions that we now need because our 
industry is suffering at the moment.” 

The NFU hopes its student scheme will attract 
young people into the industry, who’ll bring in¬ 
novation, energy and skills that will help in¬ 
crease productivity on UK farms. 

Pat Crawford, of Hadlow College, which is fo¬ 
cused on developing the next generation of land 
managers, said: “It would be nice to encourage 
more young people into seasonal work. 

“When I was at university I worked on a farm 
every single holiday but that’s died a bit. 

“The simple fact is that the Kent fruit industry 
would collapse without these seasonal workers 
because English people aren’t attracted to it. 

“It may appear that the wages are low but 
that’s just not the case, you can earn a lot of 
money and it’s just a lack of awareness. 

“I know of a Portugese guy who came over as 
a picker, worked at the same farm for about 15 
years, but he’s now middle-management, earn¬ 
ing £70,000 a year, with a house and a car.” 

Rural housing enabler Tessa O’Sullivan 
agreed that prospective English workers are 
perhaps not aware of the opportunities availa¬ 
ble: “People don’t realise how much they might 
earn. 

“I know someone who picks apples and she 
funded a trip to New Zealand from seasonal 
work because she’s so quick and efficient. 

“Maybe if people knew that if you worked 
hard and were good at it, you can make a really 
good living out of it.” 

John Guest, blogger and former apple grower, 
said the entire recruitment process is changing. 

“I know of one recruitment firm run by a 


young couple - she’s Romanian, he’s Austral¬ 
ian,” he told KoS. 

“They have recognised the young people from 
these eastern European areas are changing be¬ 
cause they’ve got higher expectations. 

“The ones that came here were well-educated 
and easy to train because they want a better 
job. 

“Now there are training modules in picking 
strawberries to determine their dexterity, so 
that when they have to be there they can turn 
round and say ‘this guy’s not fit to be a straw¬ 
berry picker, but he can do this, this and this’. 

“They’ve got a much more targeted recruit¬ 


ment process and they’ll only accept up to about 
35 per cent of those they screen in those coun¬ 
tries, and that’s the way it’s got to go because 
there’s no doubt with higher wages, you need 
people who can do the job. 

“Growers want people who will come without 
any risks.” 

Farmers insist they are also keen to combat 
other misconceptions about the way they 
operate. 

“There’s this misconception that farmers are 
very destructive as far as the environment is 
concerned, but actually they make huge invest¬ 
ment in farming and sustainability,” Ms Craw¬ 


ford added. “You could go to any farm in Kent 
and see these sustainable measures being put 
into operation.” 

Chris Atkinson, professor of sustainable agri¬ 
culture and climate change at the University of 
Greenwich’s Medway campus, said: “As a result 
of growing pressure from the government and 
the EU, there is now a great push to do things 
sustainably. 

“So it’s not just a question of growing things 
that are cheaper or seen to be more efficient, 
they have to be grown in a sustainable way and 
the UK is trying very much to lead in that area. 

“But that’s a constraint in many respects be¬ 
cause it may well mean the food doesn’t end up 
being cheaper but food will be grown so that we 
can maintain the rural landscape. 

“Some of the things we might want to do 
don’t match up with maintaining a rural envi¬ 
ronment which people can live in and play in. 

“It’s not just about making money for yourself 
on your own farm, you need to look at what you 
do on a wider scale for the UK. 

“Agriculture doesn’t work in quantum leaps, 
there are constantly small changes. 

“If you go back five, ten, 20 years you will see 
different crops, different ways of doing things, 
and that’s part of that adaptation process and 
the research people like myself do. 

“We spray far less today because we use tar¬ 
geted predators to deal with pests. 

“Finding something that you can grow in an 
orchard that will actually predate on a pest, so if 
you can encourage the right kind of habitat for 
ladybird lavae, for example, they will keep your 
fruit trees free from aphids. 

“There are lots of other things you can do 
with even just a basic knowledge of biology. 

“We understand now how pests communi¬ 
cate - male and females have to come together 
through chemical messaging, and if you know 
those, you can interrupt the signalling system 
by attracting them to somewhere else where 
you can kill them. You can actually get infor¬ 
mation that determines when exactly you need 
to spray a chemical.”

PCC candidates lay into plans to 
solve Operation Stack problem 

With just days to go before the polls open, KoS attended a debate among the main candidates and, on 
the following pages, explains exactly how the election will work and who came top in our online poll

P LANS for a lorry park ear¬ 
marked as a solution to Op¬ 
eration Stack have been 
slammed by candidates vy¬ 
ing to become Kent’s next 
police and crime commissioner. 

The candidates for the £85,000-a- 
year role were grilled by members of 
the public at a fiesty debate held at 
Canterbury Christ Church University 
on Thursday night, and responded 
forcefully when asked if the current 
plans were comprehensive enough to 
deal with what is now recognised as a 
national issue.

It comes after it was revealed earli¬ 
er this month that a solution to Oper¬ 
ation Stack could be in force as early 
as next summer, despite the govern¬ 
ment not yet making a decision on 
where it should be. 

MPs were told at a transport com¬ 
mittee meeting in Westminster on 
Monday that plans for a £2 50m lorry 
park ‘the size of Disneyland’ at Stan¬ 
ford just off the M20 had accelerated, 
and that it could be partly open in just 
over 12 months. 

However, the panel - which con¬ 
sisted of every candidate in the run¬ 
ning for the role, with the exception 
of English Democrat Steve Uncles - 
largely seemed to agree that the pro¬ 
posals were insufficient for the needs 
of the county. 

Ukip’s Henry Bolton said: “I don’t 
know whether one truck park is 
enough, because I don’t believe there 
has been a comprehensive or strate¬ 
gic approach applied to the planning 
or thought behind this. 

“I do not believe that it is appropri¬ 
ate to contract out a site to thereby 
make it commercially attractive to a 
commercial operator, because that 
can only compromise the best 
solution. 

“The best solution should be the 
most efficient and practical solution 
to solving Operation Stack and not

something that’s compromised by ei¬ 
ther commercial interests or particu¬ 
lar local government interests. 

“I do not believe that the current 
proposals for one truck park are go¬ 
ing to provide enough resilience. 

“There are significant police re¬ 
sources that go into Operation Stack. 

“The people of Kent should have an 
effective solution, and the people of 
Stanford - or any area - should not be 
affected negatively by a solution that 
does not maximise the benefit in 
terms of resolving the problem, and I 
don’t believe this will.” 

Conservative candidate Matthew 


Scott, however, defended the plans 
and insisted the lorry park was “one 
small part of the solution”, for which 
he will press his party colleagues in 
Westminster. 

He told the debate: “The issue of 
Operation Stack is now acknowl¬ 
edged as a national one and we’re get¬ 
ting £2 50m from the government 
which was awarded after lobbying 
from our MPs to make sure we’re tak¬ 
ing lorries off the road. 

“One of the critical things you need 
to do is get free-flowing traffic in and 
out of the port. 

“I have already discussed this with

the home secretary and let it be 
known that this can’t be happening 
again. 

“This is an opportunity for me to 
stand up for Kent residents, I meet 
with home office ministers quite of¬ 
ten to talk about Kent’s interests - 
I’ve had the immigration minister 
down to talk about our borders. 

“I’m asking the difficult questions 
of the government, I am the candi¬ 
date standing up for Kent’s interests 
and taking them to the highest level. 

“On Operation Stack we need to 
make sure that Kent taxpayers are 
not bearing the cost, we also need to 


look at what the money is actually be¬ 
ing spent on. 

“Is it a case of Kent Police covering 
for other organisations and institu¬ 
tions? Is it a case of other bodies not 
taking enforcement? 

“We need to sort this out urgently 
because if something else happens in 
France again this summer, we’re go¬ 
ing to have Operation Stack sooner 
than you might think. 

“We need to work more closely to¬ 
gether with all the relevant organisa¬ 
tions, look at the costs and funda¬ 
mentally reduce them for the 
taxpayer.” 
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In response to Mr Scott, Mr Bolton 
added: “Kent County Council did an 
assessment of Operation Stack and 
came up with different answers to the 
ones being presented. 

“They also came up with costs 
which I believe were £460m so we’ve 
got just over half of that amount allo¬ 
cated by the government. 

“What we’ve got is an imperfect so¬ 
lution and this is not serving the peo¬ 
ple of Kent or the strategic, commer¬ 
cial artery that is the M20, or the 
country as a whole. 

“It is a compromise solution and in 
this case, one without full transpar¬ 
ency or explanation, and that’s 
unacceptable. 

“We need to be holding the govern¬ 
ment account and I do not believe it is 
possible for someone who works in a 
government whip’s office [Mr Scott 
was Bexleyheath MP David Even- 
nett’s office manager up until March] 
to go to their own home secretary, 
beat them about the head and say 
‘this is not good enough’.” 

However, Labour’s Tristan Osborne 
felt that neither Ukip nor the Conserv¬ 
atives were in a position to sort out 
the issue of Stack. 

He said: “The reality is Ukip has 
one MP so the idea that they’re hold¬ 
ing the government to account on 
anything on this issue is laughable. 

“This has been ongoing for several 
years and the Conservatives can say 
Theresa May has seen this lorry park 
here and looked at that pothole there, 
the reality is they are not funding 
Kent in the way Kent desires. 

“When you have riots in this coun¬ 


try or civil disorder the government is 
obliged to fund these things and I 
think this absolutely fits that 
category. 

“This is a national issue that im¬ 
pacts everybody in this country. 

“The way government has imposed 
this solution on communities is 
outrageous. 

“I’ve been to these villages and they 
weren’t asked if they wanted a lorry 
park there and certainly weren’t 
consulted. 

“The commissioner needs to push 
on government, with support from 
Labour MPs, to say ‘this is outra¬ 
geous, you need to pay us what we’re 
due and listen to what communities 
are saying’. 

“One lorry park just won’t work - 
you only need one accident on the 
road and you will find there will be 
gridlock, so spreading it into one lo¬ 
cation should automatically send 


alarm bells ringing because that’s not 
a sensible solution. 

“This government has not deliv¬ 
ered on this issue, Ann Barnes admit¬ 
ted we haven’t had the funding and I 
don’t see any confidence unless you 
get someone who can really articu¬ 
late and push the home secretary on 
this issue and I’m afraid more of the 
same won’t do.” 

Independent candidate Gurvinder 
Sandher said: “As someone who trav¬ 
els up and down Kent, in 2016 I don’t 
think we should have a situation like 
this every summer. 

“It impacts on residents, local busi¬ 
nesses and villages; everything gets 
snarled up. 

“Being an independent and not 
being a politician, just a member of 
public, I want to see real conversa¬ 
tions with Highways England and 
KCC, and if we need to bang 
a few heads together, then we’ll

bang a few heads together. 

“The bottom line is this: why 
should the residents and Kent Police 
be footing the bill for something that 
is out of our control? 

“Last year, we had an extra 
£500,000 incurred which wasn’t 
paid for by the government. 

“I haven’t got a political career to 
think about - my passion is the com¬ 
munities of Kent and that is what our 
focus should be on. 

“If I’m successful as commissioner I 
will be taking advice from residents 
and speaking to these external agen¬ 
cies to get this sorted out.” 

Dave Naghi of the Liberal Demo¬ 
crats added: “I’ve had a bit of experi¬ 
ence in this because living in Maid¬ 
stone, when Operation Stack kicks in, 
we’re gridlocked. 

“The thing is nobody seems to be 
coming up with a sensible alternative 
of how to sort this out. 


“The government are making deci¬ 
sions without consulting police, 
that’s the impression I’m getting, and 
at the end of the day Kent Police have 
to police it. 

“As happened last year, there was 
an overspend because it went on for 
so long. 

“That won’t happen if I’m commis¬ 
sioner because I won’t be spending 
Kent taxpayers’ money without 
knowing it’s coming back from the 
government. 

“Kent is unique with its problems, 
we’re not the same as other constabu¬ 
laries, we seem to be suffering a lot 
more in Kent. 

“I’ve been a Kent taxpayer for a 
very long time and I don’t want to see 
my taxes wasted on something the 
government should be paying for. 

“I will be making sure that if we al¬ 
low a million pounds on our budget, 
for example, then that’s what we’re 
going to spend. 

“Any more than that and the gov¬ 
ernment has to pay for it, otherwise 
we’ll always be subbing the govern¬ 
ment and that’s what really pickles 
me about this. 

“Nobody wants these 50,000 lor¬ 
ries on their doorstep. 

“I want it sorted out within a few 
months because Kent can’t keep suf¬ 
fering this every year.” 

A consultation into the Operation 
Stack lorry park plans closed in Janu¬ 
ary, where the public were asked for 
their preferred site for the lorry park. 
The findings of that consultation are 
expected to be published in the com¬ 
ing weeks.

I NDEPENDENT candidate Gur- 
vinder Sandher is leading the 
way in the race to become 
Kent’s next police and crime 
commissioner, according to a 
KoS poll. 

More than a thousand votes were 
cast on a poll on our website www. 
kentnews.co.uk asking readers who 
they intended to vote for. 

Mr Sandher took a commanding 
43 per cent of the vote as of Friday 
afternoon. 

He was followed by Labour’s Tris¬ 
tan Osborne with 29 per cent, and 
pre-election favourites Henry Bolton 
of Ukip in third on 16 per cent and 
Matthew Scott of the Conservative 
party fourth with 10 per cent of the 
vote. 

Steve Uncles of the English Demo¬ 
crats and Dave Naghi of the Liberal 
Democrats sat some way off the pace 
with a mere one per cent. 

However, while the results are 
more likely to be affected by the can¬ 
didates’ ability to active their sup¬ 
porter base through social media, it 
does underline that this election re¬ 
mains wide open. 

Given Kent’s recent electoral pref¬ 
erences, the smart money will be on 
a shoot-out between the Tory and 
Ukip candidate. But with another 
small turnout expected, every candi¬ 
date knows there is all to play for. 


And with Ann Barnes proving that 
an independent with a solid CV can 
beat all before them, Thursday’s vote 
could go to the wire. 

The recurring problem faced by all 
candidates has been overcoming ap¬ 
athy for the role and to generate any 
sort of momentum to their individual 
campaigns. 

All of which means your vote on 
Thursday is likely to carry more 
weight than ever before. In fact, you 
get the possibility of two votes on 
your ballot paper. 

Polling stations open at 7am on 
May 5 and close at 10pm. 

Polling cards detailing your desig¬ 
nated polling station have been 
mailed out, but, contrary to some be¬ 
lief, it is not mandatory, and it is still 
possible to vote without one, provid¬ 
ed you have previously registered 
your intention to vote. 

Those unable to attend their local 
polling stations can apply to vote by 
post or by proxy, allowing someone 
they have authorised to attend their 
polling station to vote on their be¬ 
half. But this must have been ar¬ 
ranged in advance of the election. 

Following the close, the ballot box 
will be sealed and taken to the count, 
which in Kent takes place in Dover 
Town Hall from 10am on Friday. 

There, staff will thoroughly count 
votes submitted from all 13 districts 


in the county: Ashford, Canterbury, 
Dartford, Dover, Gravesham, Maid¬ 
stone, Medway, Sevenoaks, Shepway, 
Swale, Thanet, Tonbridge and 
Mailing and Tunbridge Wells. Re¬ 
sults for each constituency will be 
announced as the count takes place. 

At the PCC elections a different 
voting method is used to the first past 
the post method in general elections: 
the supplementary vote system. 

This means that voters can express 
a first and second preference. 

If you have marked a first-choice, 
you can choose whether or not to 
mark a second-choice, but if you only 
mark a cross in the second-choice 
column, your vote won’t be counted. 

If you mark a cross next to the 


same candidate in the first and sec¬ 
ond-choice column, your ballot pa¬ 
per will still be accepted but you 
would not be marking a second- 
choice. 

If you want to mark a second- 
choice, you should mark a cross next 
to a different candidate in the sec¬ 
ond-choice column. 

The first preferences are counted, 
and if a candidate has received more 
than 50 per cent of the votes cast 
they are elected. 

If no candidate has more than 50 
per cent of the votes, all candidates 
apart from those in first and second 
place are eliminated. 

The ballot papers showing a first 
preference for the eliminated candi¬ 


dates are checked for their second 
preference. 

Any second preference votes for 
the two remaining candidates are 
then added to the candidates’ first 
preference votes and the candidate 
with the most votes wins. 

Last time around in 2012, the re¬ 
sult was confirmed by around 
5.30pm - but the outcome clear from 
much earlier, as Ann Barnes swept to 
victories in all Kent’s constituencies. 
Turnout, however, was just a little 
over 16 per cent of the electorate. 

With increased turnout, and a far 
tighter race expected on this occa¬ 
sion, we may not find out who will be 
holding our police force to account 
until Friday evening.

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How Queen owns big 
chunks of our county 

The Crown Estate may not benefit the monarch, but do you 
know what it does and, more importantly, what it owns?

A S SUMMER approaches, 
locals and tourists alike 
will be taking to the wa¬ 
ters around Kent, and 
they will be doing so 
with the blessing of the Queen. 

Because the chances are, one of her 
companies owns the foreshore and 
seabed along our coastline. 

It doesn’t form part of her private 
estate, nor does she benefit financial¬ 
ly from it - in fact all the money goes 
directly into the public purse - but the 
Crown Estate is a remarkable organi¬ 
sation which owns huge swathes of 
the country - including key sites in 
Kent. 

Not only is it a major landlord in 
the UK but is also the grandly-titled 
‘sealord’ of the wind farms that can 
be clearly seen in the waters off the 
north Kent coast. 

In fact, its reach extends some 12 
nautical miles (just under 14 miles) 
off our coastline - the traditional dis¬ 
tance of territorial waters. 



But as well as the seabeds, the 
crown also owns the land on which a 
major out-of-town shopping complex 
in Aylesford is sited, parts of Romney 
Marsh and a sizeable chunk of agri¬ 
cultural land on Sheppey. 

Add in sections of our major ports, 
and it emerges the Crown Estate has 
some substantial assets in Kent. 

A spokesman for the organisation 


explains: “The Crown Estate is an in¬ 
dependent commercial business, es¬ 
tablished by an act of parliament, but 
the properties under the banner are 
not the Queen’s property which is a 
common misconception. 

“The Crown Estate’s portfolio is one 
of the most diverse anywhere in the 
world, including some of the UK’s 
most iconic assets.” 

This includes the entire UK seabed 
and around 50 per cent of the fore¬ 
shore; all of Regent Street and much 
of St James’s in central London. 

It has a UK top five portfolio of 
prime regional retail and leisure as¬ 
sets and has one of the nation’s larg¬ 
est rural land portfolios. 

Its history can be traced back to 
1066 but in the 21st century it is a 
successful, commercial enterprise. 

There are benefits for the rest of us 
too. 

The spokesman said: “One hun¬ 
dred per cent of its annual profits are 
returned to the Treasury for the ben¬ 
efit of the public finances. 

“That means during the past dec¬ 
ade, the estate has returned over 
£2.3bn to the Treasury. 

“In the last financial year the value 


of the business rose to £11.5bn and its 
returns were £2 8 5m.” 

And while it is perhaps not as prev¬ 
alent in Kent as it is in some other 
counties, its holdings remain 
significant. 

A spokesman for the Crown Estate 
explains: “Most of the Crown Estate 
interests in Kent relate to the fore¬ 
shore and seabed, which includes the 
offshore wind farms. 

“There are some pockets of agricul¬ 
tural land, and we’re are the people met¬ 
al detectorists have to contact in some 
areas if they need a licence to search.” 


There are two main rural estates in 
Kent; Neats Court on Sheppey, which 
comprises of farm land of approxi¬ 
mately 670 acres, and the Romney 
Marsh estate east of Rye, which is an 
agricultural estate of around 8,800 
acres. 

There is a further parcel of agricul¬ 
tural land, around 85 acres, in Bean, 
near Dartford. 

The Crown Estate also owns 
various stretches of foreshore 
at Dymchurch, from Dover to 
Deal, in Ramsgate, Reculver, 
Swalecliffe and Leysdown, and along

parts of the Swale, Medway and 
Thames estuaries and the River 
Stour. 

There are concentrations of coastal 
assets at the ports of Ramsgate, Dover 
and Sheerness for port land, re¬ 
claimed from the sea, and berthing 
facilities. 

The estate’s agricultural land at 
Romney Marsh was purchased in 
1958, while the small part of Sheppey 
was snapped up between 1850 and 
1900. 


The Queen has plenty of shopping 
centres around Britain, and in Kent, 
she has the South Aylesford Retail 
Park, made up of nine units of retail 
space. 

Tenants include Homebase, 
Smyth’s Toys, Pets At Home, Harveys 
and Halfords. 

Plus there is the Kentish Flats wind 
farm off the coast of Whitstable and 
Herne Bay, and the London Array, 
further out to sea off the Thanet 
coast.

Estate all the way back to the time of 
Edward the Confessor, but the es¬ 
tate as a whole essentially dates 
from the time of the Norman 
Conquest. 

Inevitable there were disputes 
over the centuries and in 1760, 
George III reached an agreement 
with the government of the day 
over its future. 

The Crown Lands would 
be managed on behalf of the 
government and any surplus 


revenue sent to the Treasury. 

With an eye to maintaining the 
monarchy, the King managed to ne¬ 
gotiate a fixed annual income, and 
that’s where today’s Civil List came 
from. 

Now the Crown Estate operates 
under the auspices of the Crown 
Estate Act of 1961, which declares 
that the estate shall be managed by 
a board, known as commissioners, 
who have a duty to maintain and 
enhance the value of the estate and 
the return obtained from it, but with 


due regard to the requirements of 
good management. 

It is the manager of the UK sea¬ 
bed to the 12 nautical mile limit. 

As a business, it holds the rights 
to generate electricity from wind, 
waves and the tides out to 200 nau¬ 
tical miles - roughly where the con- 
tintental shelf extends - under the 
Energy Act 2004. In addition, it has 
the rights to the transportation and 
storage of natural gas and carbon 
dioxide on the continental shelf un¬ 
der the Energy Act 2008.

Reasons to Vote

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Family’s anger as meningitis 
vaccine ruled out due to costs 



When pictures of Maidstone’s Faye Burdett, 2, ravaged by meningitis swept across social media, the 
pressure started to grow on broadening the existing vaccination programme. But it has hit a hurdle. 


WHAT IS MENINGITIS B AND WHAT ARE THE SYMPTOMS? 


P ARENTS of Faye Burdett, 
the two-year-old whose 
tragic loss to meningitis 
sparked a social media 
campaign, have hit out at 
the government’s decision not to ex¬ 
tend the vaccination programme. 

Little Faye’s plight was highlighted 
in a before and after image shared on 
social media. 

In the space of just a few hours she 
went from healthy child to being rav¬ 
aged by meningitis B (men B) which 
ultimately claimed her life. 

Her parents shared the image of 
her tiny body on a bed in Maidstone 
Hospital in a bid to raise awareness. 

It also spearheaded a petition de¬ 
manding the vaccination programme 
be rolled out to all children under 12 
years old. It broke all previous records 
and attracted some 820,000 
signatures. 

And that sparked a debate in West¬ 
minster Hall, part of the House of 
Commons, which took place on 
Monday. 

However, as expected, the govern¬ 
ment ruled out changes to the pro¬ 
gramme. 

Decisions on vaccine programmes 
are taken by the government based 
on advice from the Joint Committee 
on Vaccination and Immunisation 
(JCVI). 

The government has said the deci¬ 
sion to only offer the vaccine to babies 
at two months of age would protect 
those children who are most at risk. 

Health minister Jane Ellison said, 
instead, a national awareness cam¬ 
paign focused on dangerous infec¬ 
tions including meningitis, septicae¬ 
mia and sepsis would be rolled out 


before the winter by Public Health 
England. 

Ms Ellison said: “Eve been reas¬ 
sured that the programme we have is 
the right one, targeting the group of 
children at highest risk of disease and 
death. 

“On the evidence I have and the ad¬ 
vice I have received, I cannot there¬ 
fore support extending the men B 
vaccination programme to older 
children. 

“But I would like to emphasise that 
the JCVI keeps evidence related to all 
vaccination programmes under re¬ 
view and, of course, I know they will 
consider all the points made in this 
important debate. 

“If their advice changes, I will, of 
course, consider it as a priority. 

“JCVI chairman Professor Andrew 
Pollard confirmed the catch-up pro¬ 
gramme for one-to-four-year-olds 
would not be cost-effective at a realis¬ 
tic vaccine price. 

“Also disease is so rare in the five- 
to-11-year-old age group that a pro¬ 
gramme for this age group would not 
be cost-effective and they could not 
recommend it.” 

But Faye Burdett’s parents, from 
Maidstone, say they remain 
frustrated. 

Her father Neil Burdett said: “There 
is a lot of frustration. To put it down to 
financial issues is just wrong. 

“Since Faye died, two more chil¬ 
dren have died from meningitis. 

“This whole thing about cost-effec¬ 
tiveness leaves me cold. How can you 
put a price on a child’s life? 

“They’ll spend £9 million on 
leaflets telling us to stay in Europe, 
but they won’t spend £9m on 


MENINGITIS B is a particularly 
dangerous form of a meningitis - an 
infection of the protective mem¬ 
branes that surround the brain and 
spinal cord. 

According to the NHS, it can 
affect anyone, but is most common 
in babies, young children, teenag¬ 
ers and young adults. 

Meningitis can be very serious if 
not treated quickly. It can cause 
life-threatening blood poisoning 
(septicaemia) and result in perma¬ 
nent damage to the brain or nerves. 

A number of vaccinations are 
available that offer some protection 
against meningitis.

vaccines for our children. 

“No one should ever have to suffer 
like Faye did. As I said to my brother- 
in-law, if this was an animal you’d 
put them down. It was cruel what she 
went through. Truly cruel.” 

Faye’s mother, Jenny Burdett, add¬ 
ed: “We have done all this for others; 
to make sure that her dying isn’t in 
vain. 

“However long that fight will be, 
we will make sure that other children 
do not have to suffer, and as a family 
they do not have to be torn apart, like 
we have. 

“In 12 hours you go from having a 
perfectly healthy child to a child with 
a one per cent chance of survival. 

“But the picture everyone saw on 
the petition was taken at the begin¬ 
ning, when she was admitted to hos- 


is a serious cause of life-threatening 
infections, including meningitis and 
blood poisoning, worldwide and the 
leading infectious killer of babies 
and young children in the UK. 

There are 12 known groups of 
meningococcal bacteria, and group 
B (men B) is responsible for about 
90 per cent of meningococcal 
infections in the UK. 

In the past 20 years, between 500 
and 1,700 people every year, 
mainly babies and young children, 
have suffered from the men B 
disease, with around one in 10 
dying from the infection. Many of 
those who survive suffer terrible 
permanent disability, such as 


pital, not at the end. By then she was 
so blown up — all full of water.

Ms Ellison said a preliminary study 
of the meningococcal strains carried 
in teenagers is under way and will re¬ 
port in February 2017. 

She said this will inform a larger 
study of the effects of a meningitis B 
vaccination on this group. 

Ms Ellison went on: “I commit to 
the House to commission that second 
wider study that follows on from the 
preliminary study on strains that’s 
under way.” 

The minister said she hopes this 
wider research can begin in Decem¬ 
ber 2017. 

Ms Ellison also said: “I’ve asked 


amputation, brain damage and 
epilepsy. 

In the UK, from September 2015 
babies born on or after July 1, 2015, 
are being offered the men B vaccine 
as part of the routine immunisation 
schedule. 

The first symptoms are usually 
fever, vomiting, headache and 
feeling unwell. Limb pain, pale skin, 
and cold hands and feet often 
appear earlier than the rash, neck 
stiffness, dislike of bright lights and 
confusion.

Public Health England to develop a 
national awareness campaign that 
will focus on the dangerous infections 
that parents worry about the most. 

“This will include meningitis, sep¬ 
ticaemia, and sepsis and the cam¬ 
paign will focus on the symptoms 
that parents need to look out for. 

“To get this right we will be work¬ 
ing with the appropriate experts and 
charities and, of course, more details 
will be available in due course and I 
will look to keep the committees up to 
date with that, but it is my intention 
that this should be rolled out before 
the peak of cases in the winter.” 

David Nuttall, the Tory MP 
for Bury North, told the debate 
about a child in his constituency, 
called Charlie, who contracted 
meningitis B, as he made the case 
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for extending the vaccine. 

He said: “When one considers the 
loss of life, the cost of treating cases 
like Charlie, which incidentally one 
health professional put at £30,000- 
£40,000, and when one considers the 
suffering of children like Charlie and 
the heartache, anxiety and distress of 
the parents, the cost of this vaccina¬ 
tion suddenly starts to look very 
cheap indeed.” 

He suggested the extended rollout 
could be paid for by reallocating “the 
millions of pounds spent on trying to 
persuade those adults who despite 


years and years of warnings of the 
dangers of smoking nevertheless con¬ 
tinue to do so”. 

He said: “If they have not stopped 
by now, when will they? 

“These adults have a choice. They 
choose to continue to smoke. Some of 
the millions spent on increasingly in¬ 
effective stop smoking campaigns 
could be spent on children who have 
no choice.” 

Ben Howlett, the Tory MP for 
Bath who led the debate, echoed the 
call for the programme to be 
extended. 


He said the JCVI would be able to 
re-examine its advice on who should 
be given the vaccine once data is 
available from the programme’s first 
two years. 

He said: “From September 2017 we 
will start to receive information as a 
result of the current vaccination pro¬ 
gramme of babies under the age of 
one. 

“We can begin to assess just how 
successful this new approach has 
been and after a year in 2016, Sep¬ 
tember this year, we will find out ear¬ 
ly preliminary data as a result of the 


early introduction of the vaccine too, 
which will obviously hope to help 
JCVI to be able to readdress its deci¬ 
sions in relation to extending a vac¬ 
cine up to the age of five.” 

While the data will help inform a 
post-2017 plan, Mr Howlett said it is 
important to remember that “while 
we sit waiting for the data, children 
are contracting the disease and are 
left with life-changing consequences 
and in some cases they are sadly 
dying”. 

He said: “Families are going 
through this trauma and will not be 


comforted by the fact that from 2017 
we will have a better idea of what to 
do.” 

Concerns were raised during the 
debate about awareness of the symp¬ 
toms of meningitis among medical 
practitioners and parents. 

Conservative MP Helen Grant for 
Maidstone and The Weald - the con¬ 
stituency where Mr and Mrs Burdett 
live - suggested the list of symptoms 
should be added to the NHS ‘Red 
Book’ which is given to parents and 
used to record a newborn child’s 
health progress.

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Gurkhas deployed for Nato duty

G URKHA soldiers from 
Kent have raised their 
battalion’s flag in Kabul 
to mark the start of an 
eight month operational 
deployment to Afghanistan. 

Troops from Second Battalion, The 
Royal Gurkha Rifles, usually based in 
Folkestone under the command of 16 
Air Assault Brigade, took over the 
role of Kabul protection unit on April 
16. 

Their job will see them providing 
protection for Nato advisors to the Af¬ 
ghan government. 

Pipers played under overcast skies 
as the outgoing unit from the Royal 
Regiment of Scotland handed over. 

Lt Gen Sandy Storrie, the UK depu¬ 
ty commander of the Nato resolute 
support mission in Afghanistan, was 
in attendance to welcome the Gur¬ 
khas to the city at a formal ceremony. 

Brigadier Ian Thomas, commander 
of British forces in Afghanistan and 
himself a former commanding officer 
of the Second Battalion The Royal 
Gurkha Rifles, said to the incoming 
soldiers: “The importance of your job 
in Kabul cannot be underestimated. 
Nato advisors from all walks of life 
rely on your professionalism and 
judgement on a daily basis. 

“In a melting pot of cultures and 
nationalities, I am sure the Gurkhas 
will prove themselves once again as 


loyal and dedicated comrades.” 

The Gurkhas will work side-by-side 
with American troops from 3-61 Cav¬ 
alry Regiment, as well as Australian, 
Danish and Mongolian contingents. 

Lt Col Jamie Murray, commanding 
officer, added: “Kabul city is a com¬ 
plex and congested environment and 


one which has changed dramatically 
since my first tour here in 2003. 

“The wide and varied aspects of our 
mission this year will test us - but it is 
a challenge we are well prepared for 
and looking forward to. We are privi¬ 
leged to be here in command of so 
many international partners as part 


of the UK’s enduring contribution to 
this country. 

“For this battalion it is our fourth 
deployment as a unit, with some Gur¬ 
kha soldiers returning for their fifth 
or sixth operational tour. We aim to 
continue the fantastic work of all 
those who have gone before us.” 


British troops were originally with¬ 
drawn from Afghanistan by the end 
of 2014, but forces were deployed 
again in 2015 after Taliban forces 
gained ground. 

They were, however, deployed in 
advisory roles and are not involved in 
combat.

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Church’s abandoned memorial 
to Great War dead to come alive 


When a plaque to remember those who fell during the conflict was rediscovered years after the church 
moved locations, now the hunt is on for donations for its restoration and for relatives of those listed...

C HURCH members in 
Gravesend are appealing 
for help in tracking down 
local ancestors of those 
who lost their lives during 
the First World War as they look to 
commemorate the fallen with a new 
memorial plaque. 

Each church in the local deanery 
has been given a year in which to 
commemorate the century since the 
war, which ran from 1914 to 1918. 

Christ Church in Milton-next- 
Gravesend was given 2016 as its com¬ 
memorative year and is looking to 
stage a special service in the autumn 
to recognise the efforts of those who 
fought, as well as bringing together 
the community. 

The church was originally dedicat¬ 
ed in 1856, and on Palm Sunday in 
1922 - some four years after the end 
of the conflict - the Bishop of Roches¬ 
ter officiated at a service in the then 
Christ Church, Gravesend, to remem¬ 
ber those that had fallen from the 
parish. 

He dedicated the Warriors’ Chapel 
and a memorial plaque, inscribed 
with the names of those killed in ac¬ 
tion, was unveiled. 

However, by 1935 the church was 
in a poor condition due to the age of 
the building and was on the brink of 
almost completely falling apart. 

Therefore a decision was taken to 
dismantle the building and move it 
quite literally brick by brick from its 
original site in the now Christ Church 
Crescent to its present site near Echo 
Square to help meet the needs 
of a town growing increasingly 
southwards. 

During this process the Warriors’ 
Chapel was faithfully recreated but 
the memorial plaque was lost in the 
transfer process. 

Three years ago, however, during 
work in the grounds of the church, 
the plaque was dug up and recovered. 

Much to their dismay, it was dam¬ 
aged and many years in the ground 


had rendered the names illegible. 

Thankfully, members of the church 
have retained a list of the names that 
originally appeared on the plaque 
and have now launched plans to pro¬ 
duce a replica memorial plaque to re¬ 
place the original in the Warriors’ 
Chapel. 

Over the weekend of September 16 
and 17, the church will hold its com¬ 
memoration events to mark the cen¬ 
tenary of the Great War and is look¬ 
ing to reach out to relatives of those 
that gave their lives one hundred 
years ago. 

John Hougham moved to the par¬ 
ish with his late wife Peggy in 1965 
and has held office as church warden 
and parochial church council secre¬ 
tary before becoming a late entry to 
readership in 1998. 

He also worked as commander of St 


John’s Ambulance in Kent and is 
heavily involved in the planning of 
the anniversary events. 

He told KoS: “On the Sunday we 
plan to include in our 10am service 
elements of the 1922 service which 
we have obtained from contemporary 
press coverage. 

“A central part of our service will 
be the dedication by the Bishop of Ro¬ 
chester of a replica memorial plaque 
containing the names of the fallen 
from the First World War. 

“We hope that as many people as 
possible will try to identify grandfa¬ 
thers or great-grandfathers. 

“We are looking for sponsorship for 
the new plaque and hope that as 
many as possible will join us in the 
service of re-dedication.” 

The original plaque will remain in 


the Garden of Remembrance, against 
the east wall of the church. 

Local author and fellow former 
church warden Peter Shearan was 
fascinated by the story and docu¬ 
mented it in a book titled Mrs Finch - 
Church Caretaker, which he began 
writing just after the publication of 
his first book - a history of the church 
called Christ Church, Milton-next- 
Gravesend: 1856-2006: One Hun¬ 
dred and Fifty Years of Service. 

It tells tales of Harriet Finch, “a fas¬ 
cinating woman” who worked in a 
variety of roles at the church well 
over a century ago, living through 
two world wars. 

“I feel as if I’ve come to know her so 
well, even though I never met her,” he 
said. 

“But this whole project is a real 


thrill because Gravesend lost a lot of 
men and I’m a genealogist so I’ve got 
a real interest in trying to track them 
down and making sure they were 
commemorated properly, so this was 
a great opportunity. 

“It’s really important because 
there’s probably a lot of young people 
in the area who don’t know the his¬ 
tory and may have relatives who 
fought in the war, and that’s a big in¬ 
spiration.” 

All proceeds from the sale of Mr 
Shearan’s book will go towards the 
commemoration in September.

A PIRATE DJ from Maid¬ 
stone is celebrating his 
50th anniversary by 
heading back to where 
it all began - the 
Dreamland Ballroom in 
Margate. 

Roger ‘Twiggy’ Day started out 
half a century ago and is still in the 
business at the age of 70. 

He has an army of loyal fans on 
BBC Radio Kent and also broad¬ 
casts from his home via his own 
internet station, Uncool Radio. 

Mr Day is celebrating the 50- 
year milestone with a tour of his 
old haunts, Fifty Shades of Day, 
which kicks off in Margate on Sat¬ 
urday, May 7. 

He said: “They say DJs never die, 
they just fade away. But I have no 
intention of fading away just yet.” 

Mr Day’s parents expected him 
to get a’proper’ job as an account¬ 
ant but after an appearance on 
Southern TV’s music quiz Pop The 
Question, he was invited to play at 
Dreamland Fun Park. 

Yearning for a job on the radio, 
in 1966-at the age of 21-he went 
to London to blag his way into a 


Radio London gig at the Marquee 
Club. 

He was hired by Swinging Radio 
England and worked aboard the 
former Second World War Ameri¬ 
can supply ship MV Olga Patricia 
moored four miles off the Essex 
coast at Frinton-on-Sea. 

“It was the beginning of a won¬ 
derful voyage of discovery,” Mr 
Day said. 

He later enjoyed a stint at the 


legendary Radio Caroline, which 
helped to launch the careers of sev¬ 
eral other famous DJs, including 
Tony Blackburn and Tommy 
Vance. 

Mr Day had also been appearing 
in Kent nightclubs, working with 
bands such as Vanity Fair, Chicory 
Tip and Edison Lighthouse. 

When commercial radio came to 
the UK, a host of new stations 
sprang up around the country, 


and Mr Day worked for many of 
them, including Manchester’s Pic- 
adilly Radio, Bristol’s Radio West 
and Pirate FM in Cornwall. 

He currently presents a Sunday 
evening show on Radio Kent and 
maintains he is ‘growing old, dis¬ 
gracefully’.

Byron’s guide offers readers the simple rules and ingredients to producing delicious hamburgers... 


I T’S never too early for a burger, 
not even at 10am on a gloomy 
Wednesday morning, and espe¬ 
cially not when the burger in 
question is a Byron burger. 
Gourmet burger chain Byron 
launched in 2007 in London, and 
now, just shy of a decade later, there 
are more than 60 restaurants - and 
counting - nationwide. 

The brainwave of burger-obsessed 
entrepreneur, Tom Byng, in 2011 he 
brought on board head chef Fred 
Smith, who was knocking about at 
The Admiral Codrington pub in Chel¬ 
sea, creating innovative burgers of his 
own. 

Smith now spends most of his time 
in the test kitchen concocting new 
Byron specials - he’s the man behind 


the much-loved Chilli Queen burger - 
but I dragged him out to show me be¬ 
hind the scenes, and teach me how to 
make Byron-style burgers from 
scratch, all in honour of their debut 
recipe collection, Byron: The Cook¬ 
book. 

“There is no secret to cooking; it’s 
just lots of simple things done well,” 
says Smith, explaining how he sees 
this book as a chance for home cooks 
to have some fun. “I always see reci¬ 
pes as a guideline.” 

So he’s not worried about letting 
people in on his inventions? 

“I like to share. A lot of chefs are 
like, ‘Ooh, secret recipes!’ but it’s like, 
‘Come on guys!”’ 

And so, we begin... It turns out, the 
first thing you need to get your hands

on is a meat grinder, because the only 
way to make a proper hamburger pat- 
tie is with pure chuck steak. 

Step away from the packets of 
mince, at all costs avoid mixing in an 
egg, breadcrumbs and crunchy 
chunks of onion: hamburgers should 
be pure, freshly-ground beef. And, 
Smith tells me, you shouldn’t even 
season it until it hits the grill, or the 
meat will dry out. 

“I’ve always loved burgers, I lived in 
America for a year when I was about 
eight and that’s possibly where it start¬ 
ed, but we are the McDonald’s genera¬ 
tion,” he muses, recalling summer 
spent in New York with a chef friend 
eating nothing but hamburgers that 
really caught his imagination. 

“We spent a couple of days going 


from place to place, hitting about 10 
or 11 joints, and I was just like, ‘Gosh, 
what’s going on over here? How are 
we not doing this in London?”’ 

Between finely shredding lettuce 
and slicing perfect rings of red onion 
(no more than five rings to a burger is 
the rule), 

All the Byron favourites are in the 
book, alongside courgette fries and 
big sharing platters of Buffalo wings 
and nachos. 

We frazzled some streaky bacon, 
slathered on some of Byron’s signa¬ 
ture sauce, and grilled a perfect, me¬ 
dium cooked pattie, and squashed it 
all between a softly-toasted bun. 

It was delicious, even if I do say so 
myself. You just can’t beat a burger, 
especially when it’s this simple.

Creating your own hanging 
baskets is just so ‘satisfying’ 

Doing it yourself opens up a whole range of choices and can let you create 
exactly the sort of baskets you want - just don’t forget to water them regularly...

Y OU can buy hanging bas¬ 
kets pretty cheaply these 
days from garden centres, 
but the choice of colour 
and plant is often limited, 
so it’s much more satisfying to do it 
yourself. 

Wire baskets are among the most 
popular, which you can either line 
with sphagnum moss, coconut fibre 
or other eco-friendly made-to-fit ma¬ 
terial with ready-made holes at the 
sides so you can plant into the side of 
the basket as well as out of the top of it. 
I usually add a smaller circle of black 
polythene to the inner base of the lin¬ 
er to reduce water seepage. 

But there are also many pretty 
closed-sided baskets on the market 
which are easier to plant as you only 
have to put plants in the top, and easi¬ 


er to water, but you can’t achieve the 
all-round effect you can with an 
open-sided basket. 

For me, the biggest bugbear about 
hanging baskets is the watering, but 
you can now buy compost which is 
specially formulated for containers, 
incorporating water-retaining agents 
and feed. If you can’t find that and are 
just using annuals in your basket, go 
for multi-purpose compost, adding 
water-retaining granules to the liner 
before the compost, and slow-release 
plant food pellets. 

If you are planting a longer-lasting 
basket with more permanent plants 
such as hostas and heucheras, or ev¬ 
ergreens including skimmias and 
variegated ivies, use John Innes No 2 
compost. 

For open-sided baskets, place the 
basket on top of a bucket, which will 
allow easy access from all sides. Insert 
the liner and press it into position. 
Have your compost in a bucket, so you 



can add your pre-soaked water-re¬ 
taining crystals to it, as well as slow- 
release fertiliser granules, and mix 
thoroughly. 

If you want to plant through the 
sides of the basket and the holes in the 
liner aren’t pre-cut, make cuts in the 
liner for each plant using a knife. 

Add enough compost to the basket 
to level off below the side holes, then 
plant your plants through the holes, 
either from the outside, compressing 
the roots so they will go through the 


holes, or from the inside, carefully 
feeding the shoots through the hole. 

Build up another layer of compost, 
firming those first plants as you go, 
and continue planting. Trailing 
plants such as lobelia, verbena and 
bacopa should be planted around the 
sides and at the edge of the top of the 
basket, while upright plants should be 
placed in the centre. 

While historically hanging baskets 
have incorporated a riot of different 
colours and plant varieties, more re¬ 
cently, people have gone for single va¬ 
rieties. Perhaps that’s because they 
tend to be lower maintenance as the 
same plants will have the same needs 
in terms of watering and feeding. 

If you are planting cherry tomatoes 
such as ‘Hundreds and Thousands’ or 
‘Tumbler’ in a hanging basket, water- 
retaining granules will not be suffi¬ 
cient and you’ll need to water the bas¬ 
ket twice a day in summer and feed 
regularly with tomato plant food.

“NSTEAD of going outside and 
exploring the natural world, 
most modern kids now spend

But why not combine the two, asks 
expert forager and mum-of-six Fiona 
Bird.

But she accepts that technology is 
now part of life, and says it can be a 
great tool for helping wild explorers 
identify and learn about everything 
they find in the natural world. 

“I find it useful to take my iPhone 
down to the beach or into the coun¬ 
tryside to identify things,” she says. 

“Instead of playing on a computer 
game, kids can go outside and discov¬ 
er something, and then find out about 
it with their technology. Get outside, 
and then you can come back and sit 
on the sofa with your iPad. 

“Technology is here to stay and it’s 
incredibly useful. You’re not doing 
any harm by using tech to help you 
find out about the natural world.” 

Bird, 57, divides her time between 
Angus in Scotland and the Outer 


Hebridean Isle of South Uist, where 
her husband is the local doctor. She’s 
a bit of a whizz in the kitchen after 
she’s been foraging for ingredients, 
and was once a MasterChef finalist. 

“I wrote the book because I felt a lot 
of the things I’d done as a child were 
in danger of being forgotten, so I 
thought I’d document them,” she 
says. 

The book is split into chapters for 
various natural habitats, including 
Woods, Meadows, and Seashore, and 
as well as easy-to-understand infor¬ 
mation about conservation guide¬ 
lines and tips on how to forecast the 
weather, Bird teaches young readers 
how to identify different insects, 
plants, fungi and seaweed, and ex¬ 
plains various simple outdoor craft 
projects, including making pot pour- 
ri, leaf bunting or a conker necklace, 
and building a woodland wigwam. 

The book also features My Wild 
Garden and Kitchen, where you can 
find recipes using foraged ingredi¬ 
ents, including wild garlic parcels 
and bilberry and sorrel seed muffins. 

Bird is an experienced forager her¬ 
self, and has written a book about the 
hunt for natural food, The Forager’s 
Kitchen. She explains that while a 
simple walk in the countryside might 



not entice kids out of the house, the 
lure of finding food may just swing it. 

“You might have to frogmarch 
your kids out for a walk, especially if 
the weather’s bad, whereas when you 
go out to forage and you’re poking 
about like hunter gatherers, it be¬ 
comes more of an adventure and you 
lose the concept of time - it’s always

house and how to get them exploring the natural world... 




the bush a little bit further away that 
might have more exciting things in 
it.” 

Bird says modern society doesn’t 
encourage children to take risks, 
and the result is often that 
parents feel safer with their kids 
sitting inside staring at a screen 
rather than playing outside and 


enjoying the natural world. 

“Some people think they can’t pos¬ 
sibly let their kids go wild because 
they don’t know who they’re going to 
come across and they worry about 
the risk. 

“But I’m not really suggesting that, 
I’m suggesting that an adult makes 
time to do this with the kids, and it’s a 


joint learning opportunity.” 

And the nature enthusiast is keen 
to stress that travelling miles into the 
countryside isn’t necessary for chil¬ 
dren to discover the natural world. 

“You don’t need to spend hours in a 
car, you can do it in your own neigh¬ 
bourhood,” she says. 

“And if you do it in your own back 
yard, it reduces the amount of time a 
parent needs to be involved if 
necessary.” 

She explains that as you often don’t 
see wildlife when you’re in the coun¬ 
tryside, she came up with the idea of 
throwing flour down in the back gar¬ 
den to see how many cats, dogs or 
birds had walked over it. 

“Then take that idea to the coun¬ 
tryside,” she suggests. 

“Get a magnifying glass and a cob¬ 
web, and kids can learn about the 
natural world in their own back gar¬ 
den. You don’t have to go miles out.” 

And the mum, whose children are 
all grown-up, insists that, rather 
than parents just taking young chil¬ 
dren to splash in puddles or go on bug 
hunts, finding out about the wonders 
of the wild is something the whole 
family should do together, whether 
children are young or old. 

“With little kids it’s easy - they 


want to splash in puddles, and they 
do it naturally. But I wanted to get 
families to explore outside together, 
and get older kids out there too. 

“I want to encourage people to get 
outside and see what’s there for them. 
By getting outside too, parents can 
learn what kids need to watch out for, 
as well as what’s good to take back 


and use in the kitchen, or dye with. 

“When you want quality time, get¬ 
ting outside and learning about na¬ 
ture is a huge opportunity for a 
shared learning experience. There’s 
just so much out there.”

N OBODY could have predicted the 

consequences of a rather innocuous 
entry amongst many US military 
contract tenders in 1941. 

It wasn’t for an aircraft carrier, a 
new bomber or fighter plane, or even a tank, but 
a relatively humble vehicle needed for ‘light 
reconnaissance’. 

But that little conveyance will have outlasted 
any of the aforementioned possibles: it became 
the legendary Jeep - the original battlefield taxi 
- now celebrating 75 years and conquest of the 
world, including the UK where it was soon taken 
up as wartime transport. 

Some say ‘Jeep’ came from slurring the letters 
GP - military shorthand for General Purpose. 
Others insist it came from American GIs calling 
it ‘Eugene the Jeep’ - a character from the Popeye 
cartoon strip. 

What is clear is a line-up of‘75th Anniversary’ 
limited edition models produced for this special 
year, with Jeep’s newest and smallest model, the 
Renegade (from £26,795) and the middleweight 
Cherokee (£38,945) kicking things off.

Cherokee and classic Wrangler - spiritual 
successor to the original Jeep design - will follow 
later this year with prices yet to be confirmed.

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Hyundai raises Arizona... again 


Arizona city name restored as Korean brand seeks to build on ix35 SUV’s 
consistent sales success for Hyundai UK writes Steve Loader... 



H yundai axed the 

Tucson SUV in 2009, as 
it sought yet more 
distance between its 
former value brand 
stance and a new found premium 
ambition. 

Its replacement crossover/mid-size 
SUV was the acclaimed ix35. The 
newcomer’s styling might have 
lacked cohesion, but the leap in 
quality and refinement had Kent 
Hyundai dealers struggling to meet 
demand. 

The ix35 went on to remain one of 
the Korean brand’s UK best sellers, 
only to get the chop itself last year in 
favour of the re-born Tucson (from 
£18,695). 

Why? Well, the bigger Santa Fe has 
been a huge global success for 
Hyundai and the company would be 
nuts to rename that as an ix model, 
so it looks like continuity had to be 
satisfied by re-introducing the 
Tucson nameplate. 

As ever with the Koreans, and 
sweeping aside any suggestions of a 
return to its old namesake’s cheap 
and cheerful approach, the new 
model marks a revolution over the 
ix35, let alone the original Tucson. 

This starts with looks drawing 
heavily on the chunky yet handsome 
Santa Fe, including a classy slatted 


grille, with headlamps neatly butting 
up to its shoulders. 

The Santa Fe influence is also clear 
from the stylish yet robust interior, 
spacious passenger accommodation 
and decent-size boot (513 litres) plus 
generous full ‘rear seats down’ cargo 
area (1,503 litres) trumping another 
newly-launched rival, the Renault 
Kadjar. 


Don’t scoff at the flagship model’s 
£32,345 price tag either; the ix35 set 
a precedent for Hyundai buyers 
trading up to premium variants in 
the range. 

As with the ix35, new Tucson 
customers have a choice of front- 
wheel drive and 4x4 models, and 
petrol and diesel engines, though the 
former seem pretty pointless when 


their diesel equivalents are so 
superior in refinement and economy, 
albeit for a £1,500 premium - the 1.7 
diesel unit tested here is the runaway 
favourite power option with buyers. 

But can it compete is such a crowd¬ 
ed crossover/midi-SUV market with 
such refined examples as the second 
generation Nissan Qashqai and VW 
Tiguan, or Mazda’s impressive CX-5?

It’s not only a resounding ‘yes’, but 
I’d buy one myself. The test car 
showed a balance of refinement and 
driving pleasure beyond so-called 
premium models even higher 
upmarket than the worthies 
mentioned earlier. It can also hack it 
off-road - as our pictures show. 

And despite Hyundai’s efforts to 
divorce itself from being a value 
brand, it remains cracking good 
value, but with a badge that deserves 
to be seen as mainstream/premium. 
Indeed, it‘s clear Hyundai and sister 
brand Kia develop new models by 
benchmarking against equivalents 
by VW, the classic exponent of 
mainstream/premium. 

But there’s icing on the cake too 
with arguably the finest all-round 
warranty on the market: five years 
and unlimited mileage.

Stevens showing

The all-rounder turns 40 ahead of Glamorgan’s visit to Kent

KENT all-rounder Darren Stevens 
still feels as fresh as every despite cel¬ 
ebrating his 40th birthday on the eve 
of his side’s first home county cham¬ 
pionship game against Glamorgan. 

Stevens has been honoured with a 
benefit year as a way of recognising 
his service to the club since joining in 
2005 after a decade honing his skills 
with his local club Leicestershire. 

Speaking ahead of Sunday’s clash, 
he said: “It’s been a busy start to the 
summer what with playing and kick¬ 
ing off my benefit, but it’s all been a 
pleasant distraction. 

“We had 320-odd sit down at my 
benefit launch lunch, and then we 
sold out with 25 teams at my first golf 
day. 

“I was chuffed to bits with the 
launch and after 12 years with the 
club I guess I can now officially call 
myself a Man of Kent. 

“It couldn’t have gone much better 
so far and all the brilliant help I’ve re¬ 
ceived means I’ve been left to get on 
with my cricket, which is my job after 
all. 

“I scored a couple of 60s in the 
opening two pre-season games but 
was on the wrong end of a couple of 
stinking leg before decisions after 
that. But, like the rest of the lads have 
said, I just hope that’s my couple for 
the season.” 

And Stevens, who hit his champi¬ 
onship career best of 208 against Gla¬ 
morgan at Canterbury in his first sea¬ 
son with his adopted county, will be 
hoping to mark his special birthday 
with another landmark contribution.

Hawkins knocked out 
in classic at Crucible 


DITTON potter Barry Hawkins came 
agonisingly close to pulling off one of the 
greatest comebacks in snooker history on 
Thursday, but was ultimately knocked out 
of the world championships in Sheffield. 

9-1 down at one stage, he won eight of 
the subsequent nine frames to help claw 
the deficit back to 10-9 in an epic quarter¬ 
final with Marco Fu at the Crucible. 

Fu then roared into a comfortable lead 
and should have wrapped it up comfort¬ 
ably, but let the player who turned 37 last 
weekend, back into the match, which was 
finely poised at 12-11. 

However, a nerveless break of 74 from 
Fu in the 24th frame - in response to a 60 
from Hawkins - saw him home and into 
the semi-finals. 

Having beaten old foe Ronnie O’Sullivan 
in the previous round, though, Hawkins 
will take pride from the tournament, and 
clearly made good on his promise of 
learning from mistakes, which he told KoS 
after being thrashed 10-1 in the Masters at 
Alexandra Palace in January.
